My dear Aiers, 

I shall be grateful for any information 
that you may be able to let me have regarding two 
representatives of the Kuomintang named Mok Chi-man 
and Chu Yau-kwong the Chinese characters of whose 
names are unfortunately not available. 

“ok Chi-man arrived at Calcutta via Rangoon 
in September 1928 and stated that he was on his way 
to South Africa as representative of the Kuomintang. 
While in Calcutta he stayed with a well-known Chinese 
firm of cabinet makers named K. T. King Bros, No.45 
Dharamtala Street, Calcutta. 

Chu Yau-kwong wrote to K.T.King Bros. saying 
that he would come to Calcutta to raise funds for the 
Nationalist movement but he subsequently returned to 
China from Singapore. He was in Singapore, Siam and 
Java for several months representing General Li Lieh-chun 
and raising funds for the Nationalist movement. It is 


reported that he was deported from Java by the Dutch 


authorities. ,
